river rapids. 
The Wetmore could 
not possibly be brought back to the 
lakes without being cut in two aud 
towed in sections up the St. Law­ 
rence river canals around the rapids. 
In the second place, more than thirty 
years ago. Lawyer Lee, now of Cape 
Vincent, sailed a schooner, laden with 
grain, direct from Chicago to Glas­ 
gow.

T h e St. James (London) Gazette 
takes a very gloomy view of the state 
of British trade, and to-day there ap­ 
pears in its columns and article com­ 
menting in a pessimistic manner upon 
the outlook for the manufacturing and 
other industries for Great Britain. It 
says: 
“Judging from the returns 
issued by the board of trade it looks 
as if we had already reached the end 
of good times. The great decline in 
the exports from Great Britain is un­ 
doubtedly due to the operation of the 
McKinley law in the United States. 
We have been told that the act would 
eventually prove a real misfortune to 
the I. nited States, but its immediate 
object was to hit foreign manufac­ 
turers, especially those 
of Great 
Britain, and it is plainly evident that 
that this object has been attained.”

Suppose that the Alliance party

viduals, and then conceive of that 
mighty influence being turned over 
in its entirety to a political party in 
office; then consider all the employes 
of all the railroads in the country, 
from general managers to switchmen, 
each a government official and de­ 
pendent on the continuance in power 
of a political party for the security of 
his position, and can any one doubt 
that it would be a hopeless task to 
ever try to defeat a party supported 
by such an army of office-holders. 
But. the saloon business and trans­ 
portation companies do not create 
enough offices and give a political 
party power enough to cause them 
any apprehension aud they want the 
government to loan the farmers money 
at 2 per cent. 
This would introduce 
another army of officers and clerks to 
attend to the mortgage department of 
the government. Besides this, every 
person giving a mortgage would be­ 
come a political debtor to the party in 
power. 
The amount of corruption that 
would be 
made possible by the 
realization of the Alliance party is 
simple inconceivable. The strange 
thing about it is how men of in­

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Four Arms Blown Off. 
Tho Park Rapids Enterprise de­ 
scribes the accident which occurred 
there, on the completion of the rail­ 
road to that point as follows: 
The celebration Saturday was made 
a sad one by the most terrible accident 
that it has been our lot to record.

subject. 
The proper tim e to 
dig p o tato es 
is w hen they are ripe, as shown by the 
decay of the to ps. 
Home assert tliat 
it is safer to g ather them , even before 
they are ripe, m aintaining th a t they 
will then keep better and be less liable 
to be attacked by rqt. 
At » o y rate, 
they sho uld no t be left in the earth 
after full m aturity . 
When dug the 
g round sho uld be dry anil the air as 
pool as the seaso n will permit, l>qt no t 
dam p. 
They sho uld be allowed to ite 
o n the g round for so m e ho urs if 
the 
sun is n o t to o ho t, 
Then place in a 
co o l, dry spo t, where they will no t be 
expo sed to the lig ht.

Of the speakers it must be said, ir. 
genera] that the Japanese are born 
talkers, but seldom rise to what we 
call oratory. Of the means by which 
we obtain variety of expression they 
employ little outside of emphasis. In 
flection is treated conventionally, and 
on a theory totally different from ours. 
Time is made little of as a means of 
emphasis or otherwise. Even if it 
were not so, tile order of thought in a 
Japanese sentence would require a pe­ 
culiar arrangement of rhythm and 
pauses. Gesture is almost 
wholly 
lacking. A certain formal or cere­ 
monious bearing, natural to a native 
of this land of good breeding, gives the 
Speaker a good presence. 
B ut late years have changed the 
norm al type, and in m ost speakersone 
sees the adoption of a num ber of 
W estern ways. The old rule, for in­ 
stance and it has only p artly passed 
away), 
was a strict one th a t the 
audience should lise and respond in 
kind to the speaker's bow at the be­ 
ginning ami a t the end of his address. 
I remem ber my first learning by ex­ 
perience of this custom at an inform al 
talk on American elections to a room ­

K ee p th e G round Stirred. 
Every farmer understands the Val­ 
le of a frequent stirring of the soil in 
die corn field. 
The value of this 
practice, however, is greatly increased 
in a season of drought. 
The reason 
is that the top of the soil by frequent 
stirring is made to aet the part of a 
sponge, and arrests the moisture that 
is being constantly poured into the 
air above. 
We once made the folloxving experi­ 
ment, to obtain an approximate idea 
of the amount of moisture thus dra xvii 
off, and the hindering effect on evnj>- 
oration through const lint stirring of 
the surface soil. 
During a prolonged drought a place 
in a Avell traveled high xray was select­ 
ed, where the fine dust xvas several 
inches deep. A large bell glass—a txvo- 
quart Mason fruit jar xviii answer the 
same purpose—xvas well chil leal by 
contact with ice, wiped perfectly dry 
and placed mouth down on the dust 
and covered with several thicknesses 
of white cotton cloth, After a period 
ot five minutes the cloth was removed 
and it was found that sufficient mois­ 
ture had arisen trom the dust, and 
condensed on the 
cold glass, lo run 
down its Hid_*s and 
form a xvet ring in 
the dust, quite plainly discernible. 
Oil the side of t he road was a field 
of corn which th?* owner had not cul­ 
tivated for more than a week. The 
dry weather luuI formed a multitude 
of 
fine 
cracks 
in the 
soil, 
out of which moisture xvas pass­ 
ing 
at 
a rapid rate. 
To deter­ 
mine the difference in evaporation of 
the unstirred ground iii tile cornfield 
and the frequently stirred dust in the 
roa?l xvas a fact that would bt* valua­ 
ble to know. Accordingly av?? again 
(‘billetI the glass and placed it in the 
cornfield in the same manner and for 
a like jM'riod of time as in the road dust. 
The result showed to our satisfaction 
that the moisture was pouring out of 
the cornfield at least three times faster 
than in the road. 
Had the owner of the cornfield kept 
the ground stirrtd lightly on top every 
t avo or three daysJte would have ar­ 
rested this wasting 
moisture and 
thereby watered his corn very effect­ 
ively, besides destroying the noxious 
w.*eds. It was worth to us all the! 
time and trouble taken in the exjM*ri- s are scarce or wholly unknown; yet it 


white Em bden geese reach the same

S w e e t s fo r H o r s e s. 
The fondness for .sweets on the part 
of the horse has been taken advantage 
of in different parts of the world aud 
his appetite for saccharine matter 
catered to with the best results in 
improving 
his 
condition. Horses 
thrive remarkably well on sugar anti 
molasses, and these ingredients—in- 
terchungeable terms in this connect­ 
ion—have been regularly used since 
1878 iii Australia and Booth Ameri­ 
ca and other parts of the world for 
getting horses into condition for sale, 
and also for colts while wintering in 
the park. In raising colts there is a 
risk of their suffering from stoppage 
(pf the bowels if fed entirely on dry 
food, and to avoid this they are al­ 
lowed carrots or roots of some kind 
in addit ion to their dry food. Sugar 
not only improves the condition of 
the colts, but prevents any risk of 
stoppage 
above 
referred to. The 
way it is used is to dissolve the sugar 
in water and pour it on the chaff or 
cut hay, taking care that the food is 
well mixed, and in a day or two the 
colt will lie found licking tile sides of 
the manger long after tile last mor­ 
sel of the chaff has been eaten.—South­ 
ern Cultivator: 


F e e d in g S k im M ilk. 
We heard so much of the failure in 
raising calves on the centrifugal skim- 
milk, th a t we took occasion to inquire 
into the reason. 
In nearly all cases 
the unsuccessful feeder fed only twice 
a day, fed it cold, and fed too much 
of it. Tile secret of the feeding value 
of sweet full milk is not tin? 4 j>er cent 
of but ter oil alone, but it is the digest­ 
ibility, owing to the m inute division 
of it all through the milk. We should, 
therefore, restore some other and 
cheaper oil—say 
linseed jelly—and 
stir it well into the skim-inilk, which 
should Im? heated to 90®, and feet! a t 
least three tim es a day. 
This is hest 
done through a calf ft*eder, though we 
have seen the simple device of putting 
some straw in the milk to compel the 
calf to drink slowly, anti th a t is all 
th a t’s wanted to m ake them thrive.— 
Dairy Messenger.

W h en t o Dig P o ta to e s . 
A good m any farm ers look upon the 
p o ta to crop as one th a t can

venience to atten d to it. They plant 
in good season, cultivate with care, 
but often do not harvest until long 
after the tubers are in the right con­ 
dition to be dug. This is especially 
true of the early varieties, which may­ 
be* planted early enough to m ature by 
the last of July, b u t are then not in­ 
frequently left iii the soil as a “con­ 
venience” crop until other crops have 
been gathered. 
Sometimes this delay 
continues until after cornhusking. m 
The result of this m ethod, or lack of 
m ethod, is th a t the p otatoes in the 
ground are exposed to a great variety 
of tem peratures, to tile chances of 
wet weather and 
to the 
various 
diseases to which 
the 
p o ta to 
is 
subject. 
Tile proper tim e to 
dig p otatoes 
isxvhen they are ripe, as shown by the 
decay of the tops. Borne assert th a t 
it is safer to gather them , even before 
they are ripe, m aintaining th a t they 
will then keep better and be less liable 
to be attacked by ro t. j\t any rate, 
they should n o t he left in the earth 
after full m aturity. 
When dug the 
ground should be dry and the air as 
pool as the season w ill perm it, b p t not 
dam p. They should be allowed to lie 
on the ground for some hours it the 
sun is n o t to o hot. Then place in a 
cool, dry- spot, where they xviii n o t bp 
exposed to Hie light. 


G e e s e o n th e Farm. 
The com m on idea th a t there m ust 
be a gander to every goose for breed­ 
ing purposes is declared by a correspon­ 
dent of F arm Poultry to be a m istake.

In a seco nd case, an elderly 
man co mplained o f great difficulty in 
reading, especially by artificial light, 
and he also had a mo re o r less co n­ 
stant dull pain in the head, principal­ 
ly in the back part. 
Pro per glasses 
cured bo th tro ubles. 
Ano ther patient, 
a Wali street bro ker, had suffered fo r 
y ears fro m inso mnia 
and headache, 
which extended fro m the back to the 
to p o f the head. 
Pro lo nged medical 
treatment had given no relief o ther 
than the pro ductio n o f 
sleep 
by 
hy pno tics. 
Glasses to co rrect defec­ 
tive visio n were supplied, and three 
day s afterward the patient repo rted 
thut he had been free fro m headache, 
and had slept witho ut a hy pno tic ho t­ 
ter than he had fo r y ears. 
Dr. Wil- 
i mer adds that as the co rrectio n o f aD 
o cular erro r can relieve headac.be, so 
the pro ductio n o f such a uefe-ct artl- 
; ficially may cause it. 
Ho gives fro m 
his o wn experience an initatice o f this 
kind.

Glasses to correct defec­ 
tive vision were supplied, and three 
days afterward the patient reported 
that he had been free from headache, 
and had slept without a hypnotic hot­ 
ter than he had for years. 
Dr. Wil­ 
mer adds that as the correction of an 
ocular error can relieve headache, so 
the production of such a defect arti­ 
ficially may cause it. 
He gives from

kind.

The Lugging Situation, 
The water is very low in the Missis­ 
sippi above Minneapolis, says the 
Lumberman, but driving is continued 
successfully, and the supply of logs is 
adequate to the needs of the mills. 
The boom company is turning 2,500,- 
000 feet a day steadily, and there are 
enough logs in sight to keep the mills 
running until the next drive gets in. 
The drive started from Brainerd 
Tuesday and contains about 150,000,- 
000 feet of logs. It was found neces­ 
sary to leave about 12,000,000 feet in 
the flowage of the Brainerd dam. 
This will not come out this season. 
These logs came out of the Prairie 
river chiefly, and belong to various 
parties. 
With good luck tho mills 
will saw most of the logs in the drive 
and those already in the boom limits 
before the end of the sawing season. 
Probably not to exceed 49,000,000 feet 
will be left in the river to commence 
sawing on next season. It is estimated 
that there is fully 100,000,000 feet of 
logs in the various tributaries aud 
above Brainerd.

O nce in a while some labor agitator 
or dem agogue complains that labor 
saving machinery is depriving men 
of an opportunity to work, says the 
Tribune, but what could be done 
with the present crop without reapers 
and self-binders? 
In old self-raking 
reaper days, it required at least five 
men to bind what a machine would 
cut. 
The average wages paid then 
was $3 a day. 
It would be an im­ 
possibility nowr to secure sufficient 
men to do the work of binding even 
at any price. 
As it is, with all the 
wonderful improvements in m achin­ 
ery, help is scarce and hard to obtain 
at $2 a day. 


T he W inuepeg Free Press takes 
the cable dispatches to task for stat­ 
ing that the W etmore, of D uluth, had 
taken the first cargo of grain ever 
shipped from the great lakes to L iver­ 
pool without breaking bulk. 
In the 
first place the Wefcmore’s cargo was 
taken out at Kingston and tranship­ 
ped to Montreal, where it was reload­ 
ed after it had run the St. Lawrence 
river rapids. 
The W etmore could 
not possibly be brought back to the 
lakes without being cut in t wo and 
towed in sections lip the St. Law­ 
rence river canals around the rapids. 
In the second place, more than thirty 
years ago, Lawyer Lee, now* of Cape 
Vincent, sailed a schooner, laden w ith 
grain, direct from Chicago to Glas­ 
gow.

T he St. Jam es (London) Gazette 
takes a very gloomy view of the state 
of British trade, and to-day there ap­ 
pears in its columns and article com­ 
m enting in a pessimistic m anner upon 
the outlook for the m anufacturing and 
other industries for Great Britain. It 
says: 
“Judging from the returns 
issued by the board of trade it looks 
as if we had already reached the end 
of good times. 
The great decline in 
the exports from G reat Britain is un­ 
doubtedly due to the operation of the 
McKinley law in the U nited States. 
W e have been told that the act would 
eventually prove a real m isfortune to 
the U nited States, but its immediate 
object was to hit foreign manufac­ 
turers, especially 
those 
of G reat 
Britain, and it is plainly evident that 
that this object has been attained.” 


An alderm an at Kansas City as­ 
tonished the denizens of that place a 
few days ago by 
introducing an 
ordinance providing that after Jan. 1, 
1892, all who drink liquors shall pay 
a tax into the city treasury for the 
privilege. 
Drinkers are divided into 
four classes: 
Beer drinkers; beer 
and wine, excepting cham pagne; beer, 
wine and whisky; champagne. 
The 
first is rated at $20 a year, and the 
others respectively at $25, $30 and $50. 
This is a new and novel idea. 


A Mosquito Story. 
A telegram from Elizabeth, N. J., 
says that what was first supposed to 
be a dense storm cloud hovered over 
Elizabeth last night, but it proved to 
be a drove of mosquitos, which scat­ 
tered and filled the air, driving wor­ 
shipers from the churches and drug 
clerks from their stores. 
Bonfires 
were built in several of the streets to 
drive the pests off, which were parti­ 
cularly voracious. 
Cows, horses and 
pedestrains were frantic, and telegraj h 
operators were forced to engage the 
services of boys to diligently use fans 
in order that they m ight m anipulate 
the keys.

A dispatch from W ashington says 
Commissioner Dar Hall was with the 
acting of commissioner of Indian af­ 
fairs this m orning for about two 
hours and will spend the greater por­ 
tion of the afternoon with the acting 
secretary of the interior. 
No con­ 
clusion has yet been reached as to 
the method of proceedure in dealing 
with the chippewas. but the confer­ 
ences now going on are pervaded with 
the one idea that it is better for the 
state and better for the Indians to 
have them removed to W hite Earth 
as speedily as possible and when 
Commissioner Hall returns he will 
commence active operations looking 
to that end. 
The Indians must move, 
and the sooner and more amicably 
they move the better it will be for 
them. 
The departm ent will not per­ 
m it further delays, but will enforce 
action of some kind and have the 
long-pending m atter settled before 
snow flies again.

Suppose that the Alliaace party

would anything short of a revolution 
ever be able to depose a party once 
intrenched in office? 
Should their dem ands ever be ac­ 
ceded to, every person employed by 
the government to conduct its saloons 
and operate its railways would be a 
government official, dependent on the 
party in power for his continuance in 
office. 
Think for a moment what a 
factor in politics the saloon is now. 
when in the hands of private indi­ 
viduals, and then conceive of that 
m ighty influence being turned over 
in its entirety to a political party in 
office; then consider all the employes 
of all the railroads in the country, 
from general m anagers to switchmen, 
each a governm ent official and de­ 
pendent on the continuance in power 
of a political party for the security of 
his position, and can any one doubt 
that it would be a hopeless task to 
ever try to defeat a party supported 
by such an army of office-holders. 
But. the saloon business and trans­ 
portation companies do not create 
enough offices and give a political 
party power enough to cause them 
any apprehension and they want the 
government to loan the farmers money 
at 2 per cent. 
This would introduce 
another army of officers and clerks to 
attend to the m ortgage departm ent of 
the government. 
Besides this, every 
person giving a m ortgage would be­ 
come a political debtor to the party in 
power. 
The amouut of 
corruption that 
would be 
made 
possible by the 
realization of the Alliance party is 
simple inconceivable. 
The strange 
thing about it is how men of in­ 
telligence can be 
led to support 
measures fraught with so much peril 
to the nation.

Cutler, 
W alling and W inship were soon iu 
attendance. 
It was found that four 
am putations were 
necessary, Zim- 
brick’s right arm below the elbow, his 
left below the shoulder. 
Fox’s arms 
were both shattered below the elbow. 
Of the am putations Dr. W alling per­ 
formed two, Dr. Cutler one. Dr. Win­ 
ship one. 
The faces were badly 
blackened. 
All day the physicians, 
with aid of friends, worked untiringly 
over the beys, but their condition was 
critical and life was uncertain. Seven 
days have now passed and with each 
day there seems an improvement in 
their condition and the chances are 
favorable for recovery. 
But they 
m ust go through life armless, a sad 
outlook for stalwart young men. Will 
Zimbrick is 23 and Will Fox 18 years 
of age.

T h eir M e th o d s o f S p e a k in g In P u b ­ 
lic. 
Of the speakers it must be said, ir. 
general that the Japanese are born 
talkers, but seldom rise to what we 
call oratory. Of the means by which 
we obtain variety of expression they 
employ little outside of emphasis. In 
flection is treated conventionally, and 
on a theory totally different from ours. 
Time is made little of as a means of 
emphasis or otherwise. Even if it 
were not so, the order of thought in a 
Japanese sentence would require a pe­ 
culiar arrangement of rhythm and 
pauses. Gesture is almost 
wholly 
lacking. A certain formal or cere­ 
monious bearing, natural to a native 
of this land of good breeding, gives the 
speaker a good presence. 
Cut late years have changed the 
normal type, and in most speakers one 
sees the adoption of a number of 
Western ways. The old rule, for in­ 
stance and it lias only partly passed 
a w ay), 
was a strict one that the 
audience should rise and respond in 
kind.to the speaker s bow at the be­ 
ginning and at the end of his address. 
I remember my first learning by ex­ 
perience of this custom at an informal 
talk on American elections to a room­ 
ful of officials at Chiba; for. as I bow­ 
ed, they came to their feet in a body— 
unexpectedly to myself—with a unan­ 
imity which startled me and made me 
wonder for an instant what menace 
this 
signified. But 
today, in the 
National Assembly, one 
sees very 
little of this custom, 
In gestures, too, 
we discern a marked difference between 
men of Western education like Mr. 
Suyeinatsu, and native-bred speak­ 
ers like Mr. Arai. in one sense, to be 
sure, it is hardly correct to write of a 
ehange from the normal 
type of 
public speaking. Until the seventies 
there had in fact been little public 
speaking—oilier than the Buddhist 
sermons—in our sense of the term—I 
mean 
monologues upon 
a 
stated 
subject. Mr. Fukuzawa, as famous an 
educator as he is editor, is said to 
have been the originator of public 
lectures, and from his example dates 
the real history of public addresses in 
Japan. It is the old cannons of ex­ 
pression in reading, story-telling, and 
conversation, which have been carried 
into the rostrum, and 
form the 
normal tyne of which 1 am speaking 
—Scribner.

AGRICULTURAL 
MATTERS. 


IN T E R E ST IN G ITEM S FOR RURAL 
R E A D E R S. 


K ee p th e C ro u n d S tirred — A D a n g er 
In B r e e d in g — W hen t o D ig P o ta -

K eep th e G ro u n d S tirred . 
Every farmer understands the val- 
le of a frequent stirring of the soil in 
;he corn field. 
The value of this 
practice, however, is greatly increased 
in a season of drought. 
The reason 
is that the top of the soil by frequent 
stirring is made to act the part of a 
sponge, and arrests the moisture that 
is being constantly poured into the 
air above. 
We once made the following experi­ 
ment, to obtain an approximate idea 
of the amount of moist me thus drawn 
off, and the hindering effect on evap­ 
oration through const ant stirring of 
the surface soil. 
During a prolonged drought a place 
in a well traveled highway was select­ 
ed, where the fine dust was several 
inches deep. A large bell glass—a two- 
quart Mason fruit jar will answer the 
same purpose—was well chilled by 
contact with ice, wriped perfectly dry 
and placed mouth down on the dust 
and covered with several thicknesses 
of white cotton cloth, After a period 
ot five minutes the cloth was removed 
and it was found that sufficient mois­ 
ture had arisen from the dust, and 
condensed on tin* cold glass, to run 
down its sid »s and form a wet ring in 
the dust, quite plainly discernible. 
On the side of the* road was a field 
of corn w hich the owner had not cul­ 
tivated for more than a week. The 
dry weather had formed a multitude 
of 
fine 
cracks 
in 
the 
soil, 
out of which moisture was pass­ 
ing 
at 
a rapid rate. To deter­ 
mine the difference in evaporation of 
the unstirred ground in the cornfield 
and the frequently st im*d dust in the 
road was a fact that would be valua­ 
ble to know. Accordingly we again 
chilled the glass and placed it in the 
cornfield in the same manner and for 
a like period of t imeas in the road dust. 
The result showed to our satisfaction 
that the moisture was pouring out of 
the cornfield at least three times faster 
than in the road. 
Had the owner of the cornfield kept 
the ground stirred lightly on top every 
two or three days jie would have ar­ 
rested this wasting 
moisture 
and 
thereby watered Lis corn very effect­ 
ively, besides destroying the noxious 
v.jeds. It was worth to us all the 
time and trouble taken in the experi­ 
ment to know this principle and learn 
how thereafter to turn it to valuable 
account in t he cultivation ofcprn and 
other crops. 


A D a n g e r In B reed in g . 
Even in England the farmers are be­ 
ginning to think that the breeding of 
these mountains of horseflesh has been 
carried too far. There is an ever pres­ 
ent danger in the breeding of all ani­ 
mals that the size question will be 
overdone and curried beyond an econ­ 
omic standard. 
A correspondent of 
the London Livestock Journal writes 
that pajier as follows; 
Some breeders art* running so much after 
the heavy type o f Louden dray horses that 
they are leaving the plow out of night. 
There in, he add-, r.ally no reii>on to do so, 
lor farmer* who wish to u-e lighter horsei 
on their lands CM have a market for their 
geldings il the animals are able to trot well, 
almost its good as they can have for horses 
up to the heaviest wagon work. 
Nothing 
i' more us«-lul on the Ltitdoii streets at 
present than a thick, square-set horse—wide 
between the lore legst aetive, and not an 
ineli more than pi hands, indeed 15 2 hands 
js a good height. 
They are scarcely pro­ 
curable, however, and leggy m one refs o 
no apj*arent breeding from their looks 
have to be taken instead at low prices. 
Bates, the great Shorthorn breeder, 
was opposed to the idea of breeding 
for excessive size, 
lie saw that the 
food of support was too great in the 
expense of daily maintenance for the 
result obtained. The same principle 
is true with horses. Muscular power 
and effectiveness are not increased in 
proportion to size. 


U n d er d r a in a g e , 
The question of underdrainage is 
C»ne that the farmers of the West are 
begining to study with considerable 
interest. A great many are prevent­ 
ed from taking hold of it by fear of its 
great cost. A remark made by a 
liacine County farmer in a farm insti­ 
tute at Union Grove, Wis., is pertin­ 
ent to this point. He said he had 
fifteen miles 
of tile drain on his 
farm and every rod of it had been 
paid for by the extra production of 
the farm in consequence of under- 
drainage. 
Every 
farmer 
who has* 
land calling for drainage should make 
a trial. Ivet him commence with a 
small outlay at first, near the outlet 
of the ground. Watch the effect, and 
if favorably impressed try a little 
more next year, A great many never 
make any trial whatever. They may 
have lots of sour, unproductive land, 
but it stays so year after year. This 
is not good business farming. Money 
is never lost that is prudently invest­ 
ed in making the farm more product­ 
ive. 


W h en t o D ig P o ta to e s . 
A good many farmers look upon the 
potato crop as one that can 
be 
gathered whenever it suits their con­ 
venience to attend to it. They plant 
in good season, cultivate with care, 
but often do not harvest until long 
after the tubers are in the right con­ 
dition to be dug. This is especially 
true of the early varieties, which may 
be*planted early enough to mature by 
the last of July, but are then not in­ 
frequently left in the soil as a “con­ 
venience” crop until other crops have 
been gathered. Sometimes this delay 
continues until afttr corn husking. 
The result of this method, or lack of 
method, is that the potatoes in the 
ground are exposed to q great variety 
of temperatures, to the chances of 
wet weather and 
to the 
various 
diseases to which 
the 
potato 
ia 
subject. 
The proper time to 
dig potatoes 
is w hen they are ripe, as shown by the 
decay of the tops. Home assert that 
it is safer to gather them, even before 
they are ripe, maintaining that they 
will then keep better and be less liable 
to be attacked by rqt. At any rate, 
they should not be left ip the earth 
after full maturity. 
When dug the 
ground should he dry and the air as 
pool as the season will permit, butnot 
damp. They should he allpwed to he 
on the ground for some hours it the 
f?un is not too hot, Then place in a 
cool, dry spot, w here they will not be 
exposed tq t]ie light. 


G e e s e o n th e F arm . 
The common idea that there must 
he a gander to every goose for breed­ 
ing purposes is declared by a correspon­ 
dent of Farm Poultry to be a mistake. 
On the contrary, one gander may safe­ 
ly be mated to four or even six geese. 
There is no doubt, he says, butt bat 
soiiio ganders on becoming old will 
mate with only one goose, but such an 
one is a tit candidate for the spit. 
The saipe writer contradicts the 
statement 
that only 
about 
ten 
goslings can be raised from a pair, 
and mentions a pair of prize Toulouse 
geese that laid forty-eggs, from which 
thirty 
goslings 
were hatched. 
A 
young Toulouse goose, hatched in tfle 
spring of 1890, laid last springtwenty 
eggs for her first litter and would 
probably lay a second litter on being 
deprived of the first ope. 
These Toulouse geese often attain a 
surprising 
weight, as high as sixty 
pounds per pair. Tne standard weight 
is forty-eight pounds per pair. The 


white Ertibden geese reach the same 
standard, while other breeds, such as 
Chinese, Egyptian and 
Canadian, 
average about thirty pounds per pair. 
Geese are very easy to raise, and are 
good eating, as well as feather pro­ 
ducers, and might .he profitable on 
iqany farms where now only a few 
liens, and possibly a small flock of 
turkeys, are kept. 


S w e e t s fo r H o r s e s. 
The fondness for sweets on the part 
of the horse has been taken advantage 
of in different parts of the world and 
his appetite for saccharine matter 
catered to with the best results in 
improving 
his 
condition. 
Horses 
thrive remarkably well on sugar and 
molasses, and these ingredients—in­ 
terchangeable terms in this connect­ 
ion—have been regularly lined since 
1873 in Australia ami South Ameri­ 
ca and other parts of the world for 
getting horses into condition for sale, 
and also for colts while wintering in 
the park. 
In raising colts there is a 
risk of their suffering from stoppage 
of I lie bowels if fed entirely on dry 
food, and to avoid this they are al­ 
lowed carrots or roots of some kind 
in addition to their dry food. Sugar 
not only improves the condition of 
the colts, but prevents any risk of 
stoppage 
above 
referred to. The 
way it is used is to dissolve the sugar 
in water and pour it on the chaff or 
cut hav, taking care that (lie food is 
well mixed, and in a day or two the 
colt will he found licking t he sides of 
the manger long after the last mor­ 
sel of 1 he chaff has been eaten.—South­ 
ern Cultivator: 


F e e d in g S k im M ilk, 
We heard so much of the failure in 
raising calves on the centrifugal skim- 
miik, that we took occasion to inquire 
into the reason. 
In nearly all cases 
the unsuccessful feeder fed only twice 
a day, fed it cold, and fed too much 
of it. The secret of the feeding value 
of sweet full milk is not the -I js*r cent 
of but ter oil alone, but it is the digest­ 
ibility, owing to the minute division 
of it all through the milk. We should, 
therefore, restore some other and 
cheaper oil—say 
linseed jelly—and 
stir it well into the skim-milk, which 
should l>e heated to 90®, and feed at 
least three times a day. 
This is best 
done through a calf feeder, though we 
have seen the simple device of putting 
some straw in the milk to compel the 
calf to drink slowly, and time is all 
that’s wanted to make them thrive.— 
Dairy Messenger. 


A sh e s fo r H o g s. 
The importance of feeding ashes to 
hogs should not l>e overlooked. Many 
farmers are obliged to fe«*d corn in 
large quantities, especially upon the 
prairie farms, where hardwood ashes 
are scarce or wholly unknown; yet it 
is upon these very' farms there is the 
greatest need of ash materials to aid 
in building up the bone of hogs. Corn 
cobs furnish a very strong ash, and 
in the absence of hard wood they 
should l*e burned and the ashes care­ 
fully saved and fed. Spread them 
upon a clean wood floor, and the 
animals will help themselves. 


Protect the Potato. 
The slightest appearance of curl in 
the leaf of the potato is a sign of an 
unhealthy condition, possibly of the 
rot. 
Protect against it at once bv 
j sprinkling the vines with the following 
solution. Une pound of sulphate of 
copper, six pounds of lime in a barrel 
! of water. To dispose of the potato 
j beetle at the same time, addaquarter 
j of a pound of paris green. 
Keep the 
mixture well stirred, and apply it 
j with a tine spray. 


V a lu a b le H in ts. 
Fumigate the granaries with sulphur 
; burned in an iron j>ot before putting 
j ill new grain. 
The next day it rains get the grain 
bags cut. 
Mejid those that need it, 
I and mark your name on all of them. 
Manitoba’s crop bulletin reports 
the best and most abundant cronever 
known. 
Harvest will begin about 
Aug. 15. 
Sheep require the constant care of 
some one familiar with their needs 
and habits if they are to he kept in 
large numbers. 
Uniform feeding of sheep during a 
given preceding winter is necessary to 
prevent losing wool in the succeeding 
spring. 


Feed the pigs in such a way that 
they will always l*e glad when feeding 
time comes and he ready iur their 
provender. 
Don’t let the weeds grow, even in 
waste places; cut them down before 
they go to seed. This will save you 
much trouble next year. 
Blanketing a horse in the stable 
makes his coat short ami sleek. This 
makes him look more valuable, and 
it is easier to keep him clean than a 
long-haired horse. 
Hubbard squashes are a most pro­ 
fitable feed for hogs. They are easily 
grown and can be made to yield ten 
tons to the acre. They may be fed 
all w int er either raw or steamed* 
Hay is generally cured too much. 
It is not necessary to have it so dry 
as is generally supposed- 
If not wet 
by raip or dew hay may be leit tq 
cure in the mow before it becomes 
brittle. 
Keep the March and early April 
pullets for laying. 
If given comforta­ 
ble quarters they will lay regularly the 
greater part of the winter. 
Late 
hatched pullets will rarely lay before 
spring.

now attained sueh giant proportions 
and their consumption hy the public 
which has reached an extent which is 
truly alarming. 
The highest authorities of all coun­ 
tries condemn the use of alum in bread 
without reserve. In America the most 
distinguished physicians,chemist sand 
bygienists have declared that the traf­ 
fic in alum baking powders should be 
luppressed by law. 
In England and 
France where the* subject of pure food,

A Fruitful Cause of 
Trouble 
Not Often 


Suspected. 
Ainon<j obscure causes of severe 
and obstinate headaches that physi­ 
cians have been investigating lately 
are defects of the eye. 
In one class 
of eases the headache is traceable 
directly to the use of the eyes, and is 
accompanied by such symptoms ae 
weak feeling, watering, strained sen­ 
sation, and inability to use them for 
any length of time. 
In another class 
of cases the cause of the headache is 
by no means evident, as the vision la 
apparently 
perfect, 
and the eyes 
themselves are free from pain, 
and 
generally the oculist is called in only 
as a last resort, after ail other at­ 
tempts to cure the headache have 
failed. 
Dr. W. H. Wilmer, of Wash­ 
ington, recently read before t le Medi­ 
cal Society of the District of Columbia 
a paper on cases of the latter class. 
One patient was a boy who had suf­ 
fered from frequent headaches since 
he began straining his eyes attending 
schools and for three days had had a 
constant dull pain in the forehead and 
temples. 
Ppon examination a defect 
of the eye was discovered, and suita­ 
ble glasses being given, the headaches 
stopped. 
In a second case, an elderly 
man complained of great difficulty in 
reading, especially by artificial light, 
and he also had a more or less con­ 
stant dull pain in the head, principal­ 
ly in the back part. 
Proper glasses 
cured both troubles. 
Another patient, 
a Wali street broker, had suffered for 
years from insomnia and headache, 
which extended from the back to the 
top of the head. 
Prolonged medical 
treatment had given no relief other 
than the production of 
sleep 
by 
hypnotics. 
Glasses to correct defec­ 
tive vision were supplied, and three 
days afterward the patient reported 
that he had been free from headache, 
and had slept without a hypnotic hot­ 
ter than he had for years. 
Dr. Wil­ 
mer adds that as the correction ot an 
ocular error can relieve headac.be, so 
the production of such a defeat arti­ 
ficially may cause it. 
Ho gives from 
his own experience an instance of this 
kind. 
Some years ago ho purchased 
colored glasses to wear V/hile travel­ 
ing. 
lo r a short tijme they were 
agreeable, 
but ic the course of a half 
hour a headache (;ame on. 
The 
glasses were irregul arly concave. 
He 
says that fiat smo’xed glasses, 
as a 
rule, should be vrorn, 
if a colored 
glass is neoe^ury at all.

The Logging Situation, 
The water is very low in the Missis­ 
sippi above Minneapolis, says the 
Lumberman, but driving is continued 
successfully, and the supply of logs is 
adequate to the needs of the mills. 
The boom company is turning 2,500,- 
000 feet a day steadily, and there are 
enough logs in sight to keep the mills 
running until the next drive gots in. 
The drive started 
from Brainerd 
Tuesday and contains about 150,000,- 
000 feet of logs. 
It was found neces­ 
sary to leave about 12,000,000 feet in 
the flowage of the Brainerd dam. 
This will not come out this season. 
These logs came out of the Prairie 
river chiefly, and belong to various 
parties. 
With good luck tho mills 
will saw most of the logs in the drive 
and those already in the boom limits 
before the end of the sawing season. 
Probably not to exceed 40,000,000 feet 
will be left in the river to commence 
sawing on next season. It is estimated 
that there is fully 100,000,000 feet of 
logs in the various tributaries and 
above Brainerd.
